UT while Wlngnte's Raiders farther north were having

• It was a model attack carried out with great dash. The 
Japs closed in with mortars and Tommy guns blazing, 
grenades exploding, and tracer bullets guiding their fire. 
They made a great hullabaloo with fire-crackers and wild 
battle cries. 


The Chindits' mules stampeded, knocked over men and
